To the Inhabitants of the Town of Marlow in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in said 
Marlow on Tuesday, the 10th day of March, next at 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon to act on the following subjects : 


1. To cast your ballots for all necessary officers. 
2. To choose Delegates to the Constitutional Convention. 


3. To vote on the question ‘‘Shall sweepstake tickets be 
sold in this city or town. 


4. Polls open on the above articles at 1 p.m. and shall 
close at 6 p.m. 


Action will be taken on the following articles beginning 
9:00 p.m. 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


6. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


7. To see if the town will apply for class five money 
known as TRA and raise the sum of $401.81 required by the 
State. The State will contribute $2,678.76. 


8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the Town Library. 


9. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of Highways and Bridges. 


10. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the observance of Memorial Day. 


11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money for the temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes. 


12. To authorize the tax collector to give two per cent 
-eash discount on all property and personal taxes for the pay- 
ment made within thirty days after the date of the tax bill, and 
empower the collector to appoint a deputy collector. 


13. To see if the Town will raise such sums of money as 
may be necessary to improve town cemeteries. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $65.88 (six cents per $1,000. of the Town’s equalized 
valuation) to the Monadnock Region Association, an agency to 
advertise, promote, and preserve the natural advantages and 
resources of the Town in cooperation with the other towns of 
the Monadnock Region. 


15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell or administer all real estate acquired by the Town through 
tax collectors deeds. 


16. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $213.00 as its share of the operating cost of the Elliot Com- 
munity Hospital. 


17. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $25.00 to be matched by the State for brush removal 
on back roads. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100.00 for the purpose of appointing a clerk for the 
Board of Selectmen.

' the Fire Station. 


22. To see if the Town will authorize the Fire Depart- 
ment to dispose of two outdated fire trucks, a Model A Ford 
and a Chevrolet truck.

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REPORT OF MARLOW TOWN LIBRARY 


I am happy to report that once again we qualified for a 
state aid grant. This year we received $50.00 which we had to 
match. This money was spent to replace classics and to buy 
ones we didn’t have. 


The trustees decided that it was time we had some in- 
surance on the books in the library. We are now insured for 
$2,000.00. We are keeping our encyclopedia up to date by buy- 
ing the Compton Yearbook. We subscribe to the N. H. Profile 
which has proven very popular. 


At the present time we have approximately 94 adults and 
children using the library. Our circulation was 1,945 of which 
876 were children, 238 non-fiction and 836 fiction. We borrowed 
1,276 from the bookmobile. The time is coming when the li- 
brary will have to have more room. It is very hard to heat 
and the lighting is not good. 


The trustees held a book sale on Old Home Day which 
was very successful. A painting was donated to the library to 
sell. We appreciated the response of the community and the 
visitors to this sale. We hope to make this an annual affair. 


Two hundred and twenty-five books have been purchased or 
given to this library this year. The trustees want to express 
their thanks to the following people for gifts of books or maga- 
zines and to any one else who has helped to make this year a 
success; Mrs. Gloria Poole, Mrs. Grace Sanders, Acworth Li- 
brary, Mrs. Hughes, Mrs. Frances Rougeau, Mrs. Harriet Perk- 
ins, Mrs. Robert Kuhn, Capt. Harry Orr, Mrs. Paul Burns, Mrs.

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CIVIL DEFENSE IN MARLOW 


After the passing of Harold Bell, the Selectmen asked me 
to take over civil defense. I did so. Its organization and plans 
have been accepted and approved by State Civil Defense 
Headquarters. We are eligible for such surplus equipment as 
may become available. We have a fairly well equipped rescue 
truck. We have but very few first aid materials, due to a lack 
of funds. $25.00 was the town appropriation. $100.00 is a bare 
minimum—for requirements. 


Every dollar put into civil defense will in one way or an- 
other benefit the town of Marlow. 


A dozen Marlow folks attended a series of four lectures, 
each of three hours duration and came: out as certified radio- 
logical monitors. This means that many people who are quali- 
fied to measure and gauge radioactive fallout for your pro- 
tection. We have the instruments worth a good many hundreds 
of dollars to do it. This has all been for your general benefit, 
because a few people were willing to give of their time and 
energy. There are no salaries for Civil Defense Workers, hence, 
you get more for your money.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Superintend- 
ent of Schools. 


The average instruction cost per pupil for the schoo] year 
1962-63 was $277.97. This is approximately $33.00 less than the 
state average and is also $31.00 less than last year, which is 
due to an increase from 41 to 43 in our average daily member- 
ship and the considerably lower than average teacher salaries. 


The budget presented at the March, 1963 District Meet- 
ing indicated an estimated June 30th balance of $2,000. The 
actual balance was $2,898.96. The difference of $898.96 was used 
to reduce the amount raised by taxation; however, the amount 
received from foundation aid was $531 less than expected so 
that the net gain was only $393.30. 


Marlow teachers participated in the annual Union No. 60 
Workshop that was held in Walpole on September 3, 4 and 5. 
The workshop study this year considered ways and means of 
improving reporting pupil progress and keeping the public 
better informed about the schools. 


Your teachers also took summer school education courses 
at Keene State Teachers College this past summer. 


The contributions by the P.T.A. are deeply appreciated, 
especially the electric organ. 


There appears to be little interest on the part of Marlow 
citizens in being a member of the Cooperative District being 
considered by Acworth, Alstead, Charlestown, Langdon and 
Walpole. Marlow may want to consider some arrangement for 
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a long-term tuition contract either with the Cooperative if it 
is formed or with Keene. 


My last year’s report mentioned the need for Marlow to 
study its education problems and try to develop a long-range 
plan. The same conditions prevail this year. The first consid- 
eration might well be sending grades 7 and 8 to an approved 
Junior High School as tuition pupils. 


A new oil furnace for which funds were voted last March 
has been installed. 


The roof on the west side of the building developed several 
leaks due to wind damage. Temporary repairs have been made 
and a new roof will be installed in the spring. The cost of the 
new roof is almost completely covered by insurance.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden and Your 
District Chief 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the greatest forest 
fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty years. The continued 
drought brought home to our citizens, as never before, the potential 
threat of destructive fires to their beautiful and valuable forests, homes 
and livelihood. In true American tradition of meeting a common threat 
by volunteer effort, this fire danger was minimized by active preven- 
tion, patrol and relinquishing of personel rights for the common good. 
it was the greatest demonstration of public co-operation ever exper- 
ienced by those responsible for local and state fire control. The ready 
forces of volunteer fire services kept the losses low. For their effort and 
public response the general fire service expresses its heartfelt thanks 
for a job well done. 


Prevention however, is not just an activity for the bad fire years. 
It must be practiced until it becomes a part of our public conscience 
— ahabit. Just plain carelessness with fire causes too many of our fires. 
The following practices and suggestions will help: 


1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn with- 
in the terms of the permit and in a safe place. Burn late 
in the afternoon when the wind is down or on rainy or 
damp days. Check your fire and if winds develop ex- 
tinguish it promptly. 


2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump — it’s safer. A 
neglected backyard incinerator causes many fires. 


3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. Make this a 
year round habit regardless of the safety of your sur- 
roundings. 


4. Children caused fires are now a major concern. Keep 
matches away from them and teach them to respect fire 
and not make it a subject of play. 


Lets all join with “Smokey the Bear’ and “Keep New Hampshire 
Green” and growing in 1964.
